The  f it  tar  Pradesh  Commission  for  the  Scheduled  Castes  and  Scheduled  tribes  Act,  IW5  (l CP.

STATEMENT  OF  OBJECTS  AND  REASONS 

The  Uttar  Pradesh  Commission  for  the  Scheduled  Castes  and  Scheduled  Tribes  Act,  1995  has 
been  enacted  to  establish  a commission  for  the  Scheduled  Castes  and  Scheduled  Tribes  and  for  the  matters 
connected  therewith  and  incidental  thereto.  Section  4 of  the  said  Act  provided  that  the  appointment  to  the 
office  of  Vice-Chairman  should  be  made  from  amongst  the  persons  belonging  to  the  Scheduled  Castes  or 
Scheduled  Tribes  and  that  one  member  out  of  three  other  members  should  be  from  amongst  persons 
belonging  to  the  Scheduled  Tribes  consequent  upon  the  constitution  of  the  Uttranchal  State  the  population 
of  persons  belonging  to  the  Scheduled  Tribes  has  been  reduced  ro  a negligible  number  in  the  State  of  Uttar 
Pradesh  and  as  such  the  said  provision  for  the  appointment  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Scheduled  Tribes  to 
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2002 


the  offices  of  the  Vice-Chairman  and  one  member  out  of  three  other  members  was  not  reasonable.  It  was, 
therefore,  decided  to  amend  the  said  Act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  persons,  belonging  to  the 
Scheduled  Castes  to  the  office  of  the  Vice-Chairman  and  from  amongst  persons  belonging  to  the 
Scheduled  castes  or  scheduled  Tribes  to  the  office  of  one  member  out  of  three  other  members  of  the  said 
Commission. 

Since  the  State  legislature  was  not  in  session  and  immediate  legislative,  action  was  necessary  to 
implement  the  aforesaid  decision,  the  Uttar  Pradesh  Commission  for  the  Scheduled  Castes  and  Scheduled 
Tribes  (Amendment)  Ordinance,  2002  (U.  P.  Ordinance  no.  5 of  2002)  was  promulgated  by  the  Governor 
on  June  21, 2002.
